means to keep the population of the bor- 
ough pretty well stirred up. To begin 
with on Tuwlsy of last week a daylight 
robbery occurred at the drug store uf 
Prank C. Pryor when a tr^y of (otmta'.a 
pens valued at $'K> was taken by an el- 
derly well dressed man while Mr. Pryor 
wiis busy compounding a prescription, 
Seeing that Mr. Pryor was busy tne 
srrtingar said he would return in a few 
minutes. 
After he had gone Mr. Pryor 


discovered that his pens had been stolen. 


Felix Fnlgar who was found wandering 


about the streets of Morrisville Monday, 
was Friday morning adjudged insane by 
a commission comprising Dr. Kunsxnan, 
Lewis R. Bond and Constable Edmund 
Mason, fie was taken to Norrietown asy- 
lum Friday afternoon. It could not be 
learned where Fnlgar came ;from before 
entering Morrisville but from his person- 
a appearance he had probably been liv- 
ing in the woods. He is incapable of 
making a coherent statement and the au- 
thorities had diiHoalty in ascertaining 
his name. He is about 40 years old and 
upon reaching the borough walked into 
several houses, demanded food and when 
refused talked inco' .entiy and acted as 
if he meant to do the occupants, gener- 
ally women, bodily harm. He became so 
violent that it -was necessary to lock him 
up in the town hall. 


Bessie Sharf, a Jeyfss, who resided 


with her mother at 464 Lamberton ave- 
nue, Trenton, created a beasation in Mor- 
riaville, on last Wednesday, by drinking 
carbolic acid while seated on the curb at 
the corner of Smith and Green streets. 
TLa girl got or> a Bristol trolley at tne 
Trenton terminus at 10.15 a. m., and 
rode as far as Smith and Green streets in 
Morrisville. She alighted and glancing 
casually about walked over to the curb 
stone. As ahe eat down by the roadside 
she drew a phial containing the acid 
from her waist and quickly raising it to 
her lips swallowed the entire contents. 
Several persons who had been nearby 
rushed to her side but she had already 
lapsed into unconsciousness. Dr. I. N. 
Woodman was si mmoned. Tha woman 
was in all appearances dead when the 
pbyscian arrived bnt he managed to re- 
vive her somewhat by the use of the 
stomach pump and hypodermic Injec- 
tions. There was only a feeble fluttering 
of life and the physician lost no time in 
sending for St. Francis Hospital's ambu- 
lance, in which the woman was conveyed 
to Trenton, where she died in the after- 
noon. 
Her mother said she knew no 


cause why tb« young woman, who wai 
about 30 years of age and unmarried, 
should have taken her life. 
She waa 


apparently in good spirits Wednesday 
morning when ahe left the house to seek 
work.

to!d him to onpplant them with another 
gang and he did it, bnt when he attempt- 
ed to put the new workmen at work the 
strikers interfered. 
Perrine told them 


to go away and leave him but they 
stabbed him. 


Only the promptness of a party of 


American laborers saved him from a 
speedy death from the sharp steel, for at 
this point the Americans pulled revolvers 
and threatened to shoot the first man who 
attempted to further injure Perrine. 


Dr. I. N. Woodman, who was called, 


fouad the foreman bathed lit his own 
blood and almost dead, from the wounds 
which had evidently been inflicted by 
stiilettoes and were quits deep, oue of 
them penetrating the lung. 


Tbe injured man was placed in a wag- 


on and hurried to Dr. Woodman's office 
where bis blood soaked shirt was removed 
and his wounds dressed, after which he 
was put to bed in the Hoagland House, 
aun afterwards taken to the St. Francis 
Hospital, Trenton, where on Sunday he 
bad recovered sufficiently to leave the 
hospital. 


Perrine is a married man and lives 


with his family in Philadelphia. 
He is 


about 35 years old and formerly resided 
at Bristol. His assailants were captured 
and taken to the Doylestown jail.

CHIkesoD & James, attor- 
neys for tile deft'Ldant company, will tile 
notice of na appeal of tha cane to the 
Supremo Court, Jn-ige Stout's opinion 
follows: 


Opinion of the Court:—This is an 


action for the death of plaintiff's hu»- 
band caused by the negll.wnco of the de- 
fendant. The Court submitted the cano 
to the jury aad reserved ths question of 
law "whether them is any evidence in 
thin case whiph entitles-the plaintilt to 
recover." The jury rendered a verdict 
fur plaintiff. 


The defendant company is engaged in 


the manufacture of carpet and rues :n 
the borough of Bristol. At the tin.e of 
thw accident the plaintiff'8 husband was 
employed by the defendant to opente 
three machines, known us wblzzers, Tw> 
of them wore operated by »team power 
directly and the other by power applied 
by means of a belt. It was tho belt 
wlnzzer that exploded and caused tho 
death of the plaintiff's husband. Ha ba 1 
operated these machines for at least 
three year* with the exception of a few 
days somy time prior to the accident. It 
is conceded by both sides that he was n 
good whlzzerman and was familiar with 
the work and the machinery bo operated. 


The negligence complained of is that 


the defendant negligently provided a 
machine known aa a whizzer, which w-is 
defective iind in need of repair and witli 
which tho plaintiff's husband could HOG 
safely perform his duties; that the said 
whizzer broke and Sew to pieces and thnt 
the plaintiff's husband wag etruok and 
killed. 


A servant aasunws all such risks aris- 


ing from his employment aa he knew or 
in the exercise of a reasonable degree of 
prudence might have known were natur- 
ally and reasonably incident thereto, and 
he cannot recover against tbo master for 
injuries from such risks. If, therefore, 
the machinery or appliances which the 
master furnished him contained obvious 
defects of which the servant knew, or as a 
reasonably prudent man might 
huvo 


known, 
tho servant 
cannot recover 


against the matter for Injuries resulting 
therefrom. [Judge 
Ktont here qoot°>!

Mensared by these standards it is most 


earnestly contended by the defendant 
that the plaintiff had failed to make out 
a case in that she had not shown uny 
specific act of negligence chargeable to 
tho defendant.

There were other employees nearby at 


the time of the nccldent, but the explo- 
sion waa to sadden that they dia not rea- 
lize v.iiat happened nntil it waa over. 
They do not pretend to tell with absolute 
certainty what was the immediate ciuae 
of vbe explosion, but they testified to a 
state of facts as to the action of the m it- 
chine at times prior to the aeciden', as 
well as to the -vorn condition of certain 
parts of the machine as disclosed from 
an inspection of the parts ot the machine 
immediately after the explosion. It was 
thus f hown that the end of the shaft of 
the cylinder or basket waa much worn: 
that the socket in the brass hemisphere 
in which the end of tbu shaft revolved 
waa also much worn; that the flagstones 
on top of the cement fouadationsi" wh''ch 
the whizzer was anchored had becom* 
loose, so that when tne machine vras in 
motion the water squirted up between 
She joints to a considerable distance; 
that at times when the machine was in 
motion the cylinder or basket wirbbled 
and struck the cast iron casing around it; 
that at such times it made u thumping 
noise; that upon several occasions other 
employes smppeJ t^e machine for that 
reason; that about an boar before the ac- 
cident 'his thumping noise was heard; 
also that on one occasion the shaft of the 
basket bad jumped out of the socket. 
These conditions existing it is contend- 
ed by the plaintiff that through the bad 
repair of the parts mentioned the ma- 
chine wabbled and the cylinder while re- 
volving at a very high rate ot speed struck 
the cosing~aud blew to pieces. . 


In Ford vs. Audermon 139 Pan," 2»1, the 


Court said: "It is not always possible for 
a plaintiff to show with the ntmoDt exact- 
ness just how the hijnry occnrreo, bnt 
he must always show, at .leasftbj ft fair 
preponderance of the evidence, that K 
was caused by the negligence complained 
of." In the case in hand the fact* proven 
as to the bad repair of the machine, if 
believed, tejid to support the averments 
of the plaintiff, and were properly sub- 
mitted to the consideration of tl.e jury. 


"It is the duty of a master to use 


reasonable care to furnish bis employes 
with a reasonably safe place or work 
and with reasonably safe machinery, 
and appliances. The master's duty in 
this respect does not end here, but la u 
continuing oue. The law Imposes on 
him the further obligation o- nsizg 
runsonablis caro to !t«ep roch j-'-ice of 
work and meh instrumentalities in reason- 
ably safe condition, aud this is to be 
accomplished by a proper and timely 
inspection for detects and the repair 
thereof."—Finnerty vs. Burnham, appt., 
206 Pa., 304. 


According to tha 
tetsimoDy of Mr. 


Birkey, the chief mechanic and engbedr 
of the defendant company, and to whom 
was committed the dnty to look after the 
machinery and keep it in repais, no ex- 
amination of the condition of che whiz- 
zer was made for a year and a half be- 
fore the accident. 
A few minor repairs 


had been made at the reqaegt of Mr. 
Stackhouse. It does not appear that it 
would have been possible for an operat- 
or of the machine who waa not a ma- 
chinist to have known the condition of 
the parts of the maohina alleged to 
have been worn and out of repair. The 
machinist saw the machine every day 
and knew that the flagstones under the 
machine bad become loose from the ce- 
ment foundation to which the machine 
was anchored by means of iron rods. 


Under the facts the question of negli- 


gence of the defendant, as well as the 
contributory negligence by the plaintiff's 
husband, was for the jury, and jndgme&i 
is directed to be entered upon the verdict.

The urchins on the street 
celling souvenirs will tell you-of the 
charge in the cut of the "tape wornxrail- 
road" on the "first day" and how the 
only Minnesota regiment was practically 
wined out of existence during Piokett'u 
oharge near the "umbrella clump of 
trees." 


ON THE BATTLEFIELD. 


On Thursday morning we obtained a 


carriage, and with William H Degroft 
is guide, we spent tbe day going over tbe 
battlefield, starting at the beginning of 
tha flght where General Reynolds fell and 
winding tip at the "high water mark," 
overlooking the field where Pickett, with 
the flower of Lee's army was mowed down 
with a hurricane of shot and shell. 


It is impossible for my feeble pen to 


even attempt to indite a desai iption of 
the awe, the revereiic-« and the enthusiasm 
that fills the breast as we stand midst the 
silent granite sentinels that mark the 
spots where the greatest civil strife known 
in history was fought. We breathe the 
spirit of those terrible days, when on 
Che heights of Gettysburg was fought the 
battle that decided 
the fate of the 


Nation—a nation that Lincoln declared 
could not live half free and hall slave. 


Only a person with a dead soul could 


stand on the spot and overlook the field 
There the Confederates in their deter- 
mination thrice charged the ridge, only 
to perish under the withering fire of the 
resistors of the invasion. 
A writer tells 


us that Piokett's charge was a scene that 
passes description—shot and shell and 
cannisber and musketry, every implement 
at warfare and 
death played havoc. 


Standing there on the ereet o! the ridge 
the mind pictures the scene, and paints 
for tbe vision the heroic figure of the 
sagacious Meade, the superb Hancock, 
Gibbon, Webb, Onsbing, Hays and the 
long line of living ana deid leaders. 
The valley again becomes dense with 
smoke, the rattle of the musketry, the 
thunder of the artillery, the rebel yell 
and the Union cheers, and .th* surging 
hosts as they charge the hill become 
vivid in the environment. 
In realistic description tbe guide tells 


how the artillery cut great gapa in the 
lines of the enemy. Then the gaps filled 
until regiments became Companies and 
ten thousand dead Confederates lay upon 
the field. The gallant General Hays has 
said: "Onjy the Angel of Death could 
present such a scene. Thousands of dead 
and wounded and many battle flags cov- 
ered the ground." The charging column 
contained 18,000 men. 
Lee lost 12,000. 


"War IB hell!" 
Among the rebel dead was a wonaatJ 


Iressed as a Confederate fpldler— shot 
through the heart.

A visit to the Natlcaal Cemetery —a 


Colorado Springs, August 13, 1905. 


Editor Gazette:—I do not think I bave 


ever uoeu in the whole of my life so many 
tourists, as I liave encountered this sum- 
mer since I left Bristol. Truly the great 
American Tourist is abroad in hia native 
laud, and he IB swarming all over it from 
Maine to Texas on bis way to or from 
tbe great 3?air at Portland, tbe Mecca 
of about everyone you meet. The very 
low excursion rates (landed out by every 
big railroad of the West just now, places 
an outing within the reach of everybody, 
and apparently everybody Is taking it. 


rVh-sn 1 lett Bristol, I left the ther- 


mometer soaring along in the nineties 
and by the time I reached Hays City, 
Kansas, (tbe geographical centre of the 
United states) I read that tht people of 
Philadelphia and Now Tork were suffer- 
ing greatly and that haat prostrations 
were numerous in both cities. At Hays 
I found a thermometer of 106 which went 
to 108 and not a sunstroke or heat pros- 
tration was heard of, owing to the alti- 
tude, which is two thousand feet above 
sea level, coupled with the dry atmos- 
phere and the winds. Heat prostration is 
unknown there. 
The Kansas farmer 


works all day long under tbe boiling sun 
of the prairies, dyeing his skin, by the way, 
a most beautiful mahogany brown, un- 
becoming and lasting, and never noticing 
tho sun. He ii raising, he will tell you 
"the finest whaat in the finest State, that 
God Almighty ever made." Because the 
Kuupan is nothing if be is not loyal, and 
he truly believes with all bis heart, that 
Kansas, and Kansas alone, is the Star of 
tbe Republic. 


Carrie Nation, Mary Ellen Lease and 
hn Brown's marching soul, are unim- 


portant specks on hia mental vision of 
that glorious sun, which he firmly be- 
lieves shines first, last and all tho time for 
the everlasting good of hie native state. 
There are fevr trees in western-central 
Kansas and you certainly do get the full 
benefit of all the sun there is. But the 
Kansan doesn't mind it any more than 
he minds the cyclones and the floods and 
the chigger—and he can't be made to 
understand why yon do. He points with 
pride to his Kansas wheat, and his Kan- 
sas hen, and he invites you to beat them. 
He waves bis hand towards tbe setting 
eun of his native State, and asks you if 
even Italy can go one better on that! 
And be is right, just there. 


It is a well known fact, mentioned by 


writers who lived in Italy, that a Kansaa 
eun can disappear In a flood of glory that • 
is unequalhd. 
As one writer says, the 


light fades and glows ana fcdes again 
like an opening into paradise. 


The town of Hays, where I stopped for 


a short time, is an historic town in the 
State. Founded in '67, it was an army 
post until a few years ago, and was a 
frontier town of importance. 
It was 


Oustor'n old Post, and was the terminus 
of a railroad which is now the Union 
Pacific going through to the coast. It is 
the county town and contains a hand- 
some new court house, a State Normal 
School, and all sorts of churches. It is a 
Windmill town, like most of the towns of 
Kansas, although it has city water, elec- 
tric lighting and good telephone service. 
I was really surprised to find it had so 
much. I had felt like the pious little 
girl whose parents had emigrated from 
Pennsylvania to Kansas. On the night 
before tbe start she finished her prayers 
with the words, "And now good bye 
God, wo're going to Kansas," and I bad 
placed Hays in the cntegory with other 
western towns of which it bas been said 
that their only necessity is "good society 
and plenty of water." As we all know of 
another place answering that description 
I was pleased to find the little city well 
up in everything and healthy beyond 
words. So healthy, I was told, that a 
few of the inhabitants obligingly lay 
down and died, in order to start a cem- 
etery. 


Its greatest drawback is its polities. 


It is Democratic and apropos of this, 
Judge Gilkeson told me a good story and 
rather one on him. 


In one ot the small Russian settlements 


around Hays, (and central Kansas has 8 
or 10 of*them within a radius of 12 to 14 
miles near Hays) the neople are all Dem- 
crate. These towns are very small: they 
are called "Catherine" and "Mongsr' 
and "Herzog" and I forget the rest of 
them. But Herzog especially, was Dem- 
ocratic to every last man. 
Well in that 


western trip that our President made be- 
fore he was nominated, big train stopped 
at Herzog on bis way through Kansas. 
The tiny little town contains about six 
hundred children and every one of them, 
with their mothers and fathers 'turned 
out to see "Mr. Rosen" as they called 
the President.'" They did not intend to 
vote for him, they were lor "Parker for- 
ever." But they surrounded the train 
and Mr. Roosevelt came out. 
In so 


email a place, the swarm ot children no 
doubt surprised him, and so the dear 
good man, may Heaven bless him forever, 
started right in on his hobby. He praised 
the swarms of brats, and he praised the 
women and he congratulated the fathers. 
And he told them to go ahead and keep 
right on raising swarms, they had done 
well. He adjured them to go on and do 
better! He showed his handsome teeth 
and he smiled his handsomest smile and 
when he got back into his train, every 
man, woman and child In Herzog were 
for "Mr. Rosen!" 
They almost lifted 


Heaven in their cheers for him, and 
when Judge Gilkeson started on his 
campaign among these people that he 
bad guided and instructed he got just 
this—"No Mr. Gilkes' not this time! 
Mr. Rosen so nice a man! He speak so 
good to our women. He like them, for 
so many children. We vote for Mr. 
Rosen, this time Mr. Gilkes.' " 


And they did. The first Republican 


vote that had been polled there In years. 
Mr. Gilkeson greatly admires Mr. Roose- 
velt and no doubt he followed tbeir good 
example. 


These Russian settlements ate unique 


and well worth a visit. I saw nothing in 
Russia more Russian than the towns 
themselves and the manners and garb of 
the people. They speak the German lang- 
uage as they are the descendnts of the 
Germans who settled in Russia under 
Catherine the Great, who. it will be re- 
membered, gave them exemption for thair 
language and religion, for a stated num. 
ber of years; when tbe exemption was up 
they emigrated very wlnely to this lend 
of the free. 
They are 'Etonian Catholics, 


and everyone of these little towns ha» its 
fine and costly church; always built on 
an eminence, so that the first thing yon 
see as you approach the settlement, ia its 
spire. 


Tbe little city of Hays has two banks 


and the way they do business tickled me 
immensely. 
I don't believe they have 


any banking hours and they are the most 
accommodating people I ever heard of! 
I had a draft to cash, and of course I got 
busy over It. before three In the after- 
noon. But I was told I needn't hurry, 
and that when a farmer out there gets 
paid for his wheat he goes and deposits 
his chuck and I have no doubt ha could 
cash it after sundown. Mow isn't that 
a spirit'worthy of the Kingdom? And 
wouldn't the bare idea iar on C. E. S., 
of the Farmer's National. I wouldn't 
niind drawing money out of that bank all 
deyr would yon? 


1 wrote yon a postal on the summit of 


Pike's Peak, which I hope yon appre- 


ciated. 
It cost me 10 cents. Of all 


tbe "gouging" places I ever struck, 
Pike's Peak takes the lead. It even 
beats flammerfost for which there ia 
some excuse. 
Son don't breathe very 


well on Pike's Peak. I suppose if you 
did, you would be charged for it and I 
observed tbat there was not a superfluity 
of speech among any of tbe travelers. 
Talking, at least with yours truly, does 
not seem especially easy at an altitude of 
11,147 feet above sea level. I bave been 
on a good many mountains at home and 
abroad, but I think old Pike is tbe high- 
est I ever tackled. A woman or two 
fainted, and a man or two bled at the 
nose and eare. Tbe rest of us didn't do 
anything. A cog wheel car goes up in 
three sections, part of the way like a fly 
creeping np a wall. Each ear holds 
eighty, and at tbe summit we .had a 
sample of every kind of weather prodnc- 
able, beginning with rain and going 
through hail, snow, thunder and light- 
nine and winding np with clnar weather. 
That railroad is a wonderful piece of en- 
gineering and BO is tbe one that goes np 
on the otber side of tbe Peak to Cripple 
Creek. 
Colorado Springs lies on one 


side, 6000 feet up, and Cripple Creek on 
the other side 9,000 feet up. You go to 
Cripple Creek on a short line, built with- 
in four or five years. The fare by special 
rate is now $2.60. The fare up tha Peak 
is $5.00 both of them round trip. Cripple 
creek was intensely interesting to me. I 
went up to see a lady who has lived there 
for years, and who "took me around." 
It is a queer place, above tbe timber line, 
you see no trees nor shrubs growing, 
nothing but the bare ground. It is said 
that cats will not live in Cripple creek, 
although I do not vouch for the truth of 
this. 


The streets go np and down at an angle 


I. can't describe. *-i know I felt like a fly 
iihe whole time. 
The town has a fine 


new Court House and lots of lawyers. 
Indeed I was told that "children and 
lawyers" -are only second to gold, as the 
principal produce of Cripple creek. 


It is commonly believed that if Presi 


dent Rooevelt would go here just once, 
be would never feel another pang on the 
question of race suicide. Of course I in- 
quired what produced the lawyers and 
was briefly told "the mines." My 
friend said, "We have so many mines, 
and more being opened all tho time. 
Legal business follows, hence the law- 
yers. 
After the lawyers, doctors are most 


in evidence. We have no sickness, but 
we do not havo crime, and doctors flour- 
ish here!" 


The stores are numerous and filled with 


as handsome articles as any we bave 
In the Bast, but everything is inordi- 
nately dear. I inquired the reason and 
was told it was the high rate of freight. 
There is a church of every denomination, 
including Christian Science. 
In fact 


three seems to be everything desirable in 
Cripple creek, except, perhaps, tbe be- 
fore meLtioned good society and water. 
The Boenery as you approach it is unsur- 
passed and I don't wonder that people 
rave over it and go to see it from every 
part of the globe. 


The little town of Altman which you 


pass on tbe way np the mountains is the 
highest incorporated town in the world. 
It has an elevation of over 10,000 feet 
and makes you dizzy to think of it. My 
friend lived in it for 9 years and she 
spoke of its great altitude, as a means of 
life and strength to those who need it. 
Through the influence of ber son, an

The principal or teacher in 
every school is required to certify in his 
or her monthly reports to the school 
board that such instruction has been 
given in the school under hia or her 
control.

Cripple Greek, I was taken down into 
the mine, 1,300 feet below the surface of 
the earth.

The shares are floated, fools 
invest, then up she goes, with tbe capital 
in the pockets of the rascally starters. 


Colorado Springs and Maniton are 75 


miles south oi Denver from where the 
trip ia made in about two hours and a 
half. Tbe population of the Springs is 
about 35,000 and when I reached here tbe 
last day tif July, I was one of 5,000 
more added that day to the city, or 
rather to the Springs as there is a Colo- 
rado City 
as 
well as a 
Colorado 


Springs, each under a different muni- 
cipal government and both so close to- 
gether tbat it would puzzle a Philadel- 
phia lawyer to say where one ends and 
the other begins.

J. Wt-hlay Wright, one of Bribtol's beet 


known and highy inspected citizens, died 
on Sunday evening of a complication of 
diseases, Brlghts diapafe and organic 
heart trouble which was agravated by an 
uttu<k of grip and pleurisy. The de- 
ceased wag 62 years of age and was born 
in Bristol and resided here all bis life. 
He was tho »on of the late John and Re- 
becca fBloomsburg)Wright, who were na- 
tives of this county. His father was a 
morchant of Bristol and bad five soni, 3. 
Wesley being the oldest. Councilman 
Jamee Wright and former Burgess Will- 
iam P. Wright are hurvivipg brothers of 
the deceased. 


Mr. Wright attended tho Bristol public 


schools and early in life clerked in his 
father's store on Bnth street. He Wis 
admitted to partnership with his father 
in 1865 and continued the business for 
three years, after which his father retired 
and the son continued it alone. 


In 18G4 Mr. 
Wright married Lucy, 


daughter of Joseph Tomlinson, of Bris- 
tol. They had one child, William S. 
Wright, Esq., formerly a member of the 
firm of Gilkeson & Wright, attorneys at 
law. 


Mr. Wright for many years had been 


prominently identified with the public life 
of Biistol and for 43 years had served in 
Council. 411 of that term as clerk esc«pt 
during the period he wag Burgess, and 
during <?11 that time it was his proud 
boast that he hod never missed a session 
until a few waeks ago when he was taken 
ill. 


He was a member of the Mathodist 


church, oervad ma»y years as trustee and 
for a long tirnn was superintendent of 
the Sunday school. He was a member of

tain Burnett Landreth's Company, and 
later was witb Company C, 43 regiment, 
atHagerstown and was assigned to duties 
on the Potomac.

Standard Telephone Property Sold. 
All the property of the Standard Tele- 


phone and Telegraph Company was sold 
Saturday in the court house park Doyles- 
towa, by order of the Court, by'the Bnaks 
County Trust Oompcny, trustees uader 
the mortgage, to Reynolds D. Brown, of 
Philadalpja, for $50,000. After the sale 
Mr. Brow» refused to give out any infor- 
mation regarding whom ho represented. It 
was reported that be acted for the Key- 
stone Telephone Company. 


The- purchase price, bondholders said 


Saturday la about 25 per eont. of tho cost 
of the system. Among the bidders wnre 
severs! Lancaster' financiers and Treas- 
urer Elkins of the Oolanial Trust Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, who represented the 
bondholders' committee. 
It was said 


that representatives of the Bell Oompany 
were present bnt offered no bids. 


Tbe Standard Oompany, which went 


into the hands of receivers a few months 
age, had been operating less than four 
years. 
On account of competition and 


low rates the company was not able to 
meet its current operating expanses or to 
lay aside a fund to offset depreciations of 
its plant. 


Before the sale began Howard I. James, 


Esq., gave notice on behalf of Henry 
Lovett, Dr. Joseph Hearn and Silas M. 
Tomlinson, holders of some of the first 
mortgage bonds, that the sale had not 
been advertissd in accordance with the 
terms of said mortgage, and therefore it 
might be protested; also a notice f lorn 
Mr. Doron, on whose property the cable 
from Bristol to Burlington is laid, that 
a new agreement would have to be made 
by the purchaser, and also that the New- 
town Electric Oompany had a bill of $331 
rental for tbe use of poles between Doyles- 
town and Bristol, which would have to be 
paid or they would exercise their right to 
terminate the lease. 


Who now controls the property is seem- 


inngly unshrouded in mystery. 
Whom 


Mr. Brown, the purchaser, represents 
has not yet been made public. There 
have been a number of conjectures as to 
who are really tbe new owners. Some 
think the Bell Oompany have bought it 
to put a competing line out of the way. 
The price paid is only about one-half of 
the cost and would be considered a good 
investment for the Bell Oompany. Others 
think the Keystone Oompany purchased 
the liiie, as it has desired to get control 
for some time. Another conjecture is 
that G. S. W. Brnbaker is the purchaser. 
It was said Saturday afternoon that an 
associate of Mr. Brnbaker, who was pre- 
sent haa said that with a week's more 
time Mr. Brnbaker and associates would 
have bean in a position to buy. This may 
have been a blind. Still others thought 
the bondholders who did not go into the 
sale had formed a syndicate to buy it 
All of these conjectures, however, are 
witl'out any foundation 
and 
merely 


guesses.

AN ORDINANCE 


Prohibiting and making unlawful, the casting, 
§lacing, laying, throwing or depositing of 


irt, tunas, garbage, household waste, sweep- 
ings, paper, nails, or rubbish of sny descrip- 
tion, Into, along or upon any street, lane, alley, 
vacant lot or gutter-way, or upon or Into any 
doilc or wharf, or sewer inlet, (building mat- 
erial, or waste material in course of removal, 
exoepted,) within the Borough of Bristol, im- 
posing a penalty for the violation thereof, and 
repealing all conflicting ordinance?. 
' Be It ordained and enacted by the Burgess and 
Council ot the Borough of Bristol, and It is here- 
by ordaiped and enacted by authority ot the 
same: 
Section 1.— That from and after (he passage of 
this ordinance, It shall he unlawful, ana it is 
hereby forbidden for any person or persons, firms 
or corporations, to throw, ^lace or deposit any 
dirt, ashes, garbage, household waste, paper of 
any description, sweepings, nails, glass, cuttings 
of metal, or rubbish of any description whatever, 
into, upon, or along any street, lane, alley, vac- 
ant lot, or guttei-vray, or upon or into any dock 
or whart, or sewer inlet, within the Borough of 
BrUtel; provided, however, that this ordinance 
shall not be taken or construed to apply to ashes 
or garbage contained in proper receptacles, 
placed upon any street or alley for removal, or to 
juildlng material to be forthwith used in the 
construction of any building, or to waste* materi- 
al in the course or immediate removal. 
Sec. 2— That any person or persons who aball 
violate any of the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be subject to a penalty of five dollars for 
each and every each offence, to be sued tor and 
recovered in the same manner as debts of like, 
amount are recoverable., with costs, and all and 
every such penalties so recovered shall he paid to 
tbe Treasurer of said Borough of Bristol, tor the 
use of the said corporation.

As to intemperance and drunkenness;

My neighbor laughs in a su- 


perior way as much aa to say that they 


re both remote from his consideration 


and out of the province of a gentleman 
HM drinks; ha uses his liquor every day 
of the year; he keeps it in his house and 
boasts a fine array of "brands" in bin, 
barrel, etc., he takes pride in showing 
bin cellar, not an ostentatious pride, but 
a 'imet, well bred pride as a properly con- 
ge vative gentleman. 


He holds that he is a temperance man 


in the correct sense of the word and drinks 
as a gentleman should drink; in fact, 
drinks as is demanded that a gentleman 
should who has political, commercial and 
social standings to sustain. He baa no 
room for so-called "Temperance Move- 
mints;" they are not the least In his line 
End do not even make the remotMBt ap- 
pnai to his interests. Ho does not rigor- 
n- sly denounce them; merely damns 
tbem with indifference and infrequently 
nignes the question as one that is entire- 
ly outside of his environments and prac- 
tical life.

and imitation. 


1 hey reproduce his weaknesses and short- 
comings with almost exaggerated fidelity 
but deplorably fail in reproducing his 
better and commendable traits. 
They 


make a study of bis vices, because they 
are easy models, but go no farther. My 
neighbor drinks moderately and stops, 
for reason of self-control or disinclination 
to drink to excess or because of "self- 
mastery," as he likes best to put it. 
They drink and drink immoderately and 
in time become drunkards or place them- 
selves in a fair -way to attain that end.
